Following  the  novitiate,  he  was  stationed  at  Assumption  College  Preparatory  School. 
October  12, 1961  marked  the  day  Brother  Robert,  a.  k.a.  "Bro",  joined  the  Assumption  College 
community,  where  he  spent  40  years  of  his  life  serving  the  students  of  Assumption  College. 
Throughout  his  career  at  Assumption,  Brother  Robert  was  a  resident  director,  head  of  the 
campus  post  office,  and  most  notably  director  of  the  campus  infirmary,  later  known  as  health 
services.  Brother  Robert's  most  memorable  contribution  to  the  college  was  his  congeniality. 
He  was  friendly  toward  everyone,  always  had  a  smile  to  offer,  and  spent  his  free  time  around 
campus  (especially  lunch  at  the  Taylor  Dining  Hall)  getting  to  know  as  many  students  as 
possible.  Sadly,  after  a  brief  illness  at  UMass  Memorial,  Brother  Robert  passed  away  on 
Friday,  November  17,  2000.  People  like  Brother  Robert,  who  are  genuinely  interested  in 
others  and  dedicate  their  lives  to  service,  are  truly  rare  and  will  eternally  remain  in  the 
memory  of  the  students,  faculty,  and  staff  at  Assumption  College.
